to two major factors in financial 
operation—the bank and the pub- 
lic, in presenting his deductions.

a general change in the policy of 
operation of financial institutions so 
that the public always can 
enjoy 


the confidence in them it should 
have. 


"Of their own accord banks of 


the future will adopt a policy of 
greater liquidity, which recent his- 
tory has shown to be so essential 
to safe banking.

Irvin Franklin Snyder was born

His father was born in the state of 
Pennsylvania and came to Ohio in 
early life. 


As a boy Mr. Snyder attended 


the local district common school, 
and, vWhile still in his 
teens, 
he 


entered Capitol University at Co- 
lumbus, 
Ohio, 
transferring 
to 


Heidleberg College at Tiffin, Ohio, 
from which latter institution 
of 


learning he was graduated in 1890 
with the degree of Bachelor of 
Science. He then entered Ohio 
State University Law School, com- 
pleting his course and gaining ad- 
mission to the bar of Ohio in 1892. 


Immediately following his grad- 


uation in law and admission to the 
bar, Mr. Snyder came to Circleville 
and opened a law off ice'in the I. 
O. O. F. building in which

effectiveness in argumentation, as] 
the record of his many triumphs, 
before courts and juries amply] 
evidence. 


He took eja active part in ( all 


public affairs and was elected to 
many positions of honor and trust 
by the electorate of his city and 
county. Soon after coming to Cir- 
cleville he was chosen a member 
of the city council of Circleville, 
serving several terms as Council- 
man from his ward. He was elect- 
ed Prosecuting Attorney of 
P>ck- 


away-co in 1896 and again in 1899, 
serving in all six years in 
that 


capacity. In 1912 he was elected 
to the lower house of the General 
Assembly of Ohio^and again two 
years later, serving in his legisla- 
tive capacity with distinction and 
honor to himself, and with great 
usefulness to his constituents. 


Following the disastrous flood of 


1913 which engulfed most of Ohio 
and resulted in the destruction of 
two bridges 
across the 
Scioto 


River in Pickaway County, 
and 


many bridges generally 
through- 


out the state, Mr. Snyder intro- 
duced therein, 
and secured 
the 


passpge by the Legislature of an 
emergency act enabling the is- 
suance o£ bonds for the raising of 
funds wnereby to replace such 
bridges fcs had been destroyed. 
This particular legislation was 
carefully safe-guarded against the 
improvident and wasteful expendi- 
ture of public monies, although 
dispensing with the usual prelimin- 
aries as to many things ordinarily 
required in ordinary times, 
thus 


enabling the speedy restoration of 
facilities for crossing rivers and 
other streams "to the immeasurable 
convenience of the public. It rank- 
ed as one of the most important 
acts of the General Assembly of 
which he wag a member. 


Politically Mr. Snyder 
wa,s a 


Democrat, staunch in hia support 
of his party, and an active partici- 
pant in politics throughout his long 
career as a lawyer,' and always 
interested in -the success of hia 
party's candidate «t the polls. He ( 
served as Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee of 
Pickaway-co, and was frequently 
chosen a. delegate to state and na- 
tional conventions of his party. He 
was the recognized leader of the 
Democratic Party in 
Pickaway 


County following the passing en of j 
the Honorable A. R. Van Cleaf, | 


and proved a most worthy succes- 
sor of that great political 
chief- 
tan. 


Mr. Snyder took an active part 


in the business life of his city and [ 
county, and his business interests 
were many and varied. He was a 
member of tbe board of directors 
of The First National Bank 
of 


Circleville, of The Circleville 
Ice 


Company and of The Circleville 
Oil Company. He was one of thG 
organizers and 
builders of 
the
